THE STATE GBANGE.

The atata grange assembled at Maili- 


sou on Tuesday afternoon. Tbo annual 
address was delivered by Worthy Master 
S. C. Carr, of 'Milton, and tho .'ollowinfr 
is 8 synopsis: 
'. 


Thouch flie granuo is not in any sense 


a political orgacization, its principles 
wherever carried eut must purify tho po- 
litical atmosphere, and make every mem- 
ber better .qualified .for the exercise of 
every privilege ot citizouahip. New ques. 
tionaol public .policy which under our 
form of government are continually pre- 
senting themselves for solution, call far 
greater intelligence, calmer deliberation, 
and even higher patriotism than in tbe 
times of our forefathers. It seems al- 
most a question whether the people who 
.ware American a little while ago can ns- 
similate so much that ia foreign to their 
constitution, without deterioration. Onr 
territory, which seemed so inbaustible, 
narrows itself before the vast emigra- 
tion setting m from the old worl J, and 
which is stimulated yet further by spe- 
cial agencies. Our virgin soils are show- 
ing the effects of exhaustive tillage. The 
forests are disappearing. 
Agriculture 


to-day finds itself confronted with a 
thousand questions which never veied 
the soult of 
the farmers ot 
Con- 


cord and Lexington. It is both in- 
teresting and profitable to look back over 
the amg'e docfide which embraces the 
history of our order, to observe how Jew 
mistakes have been made in the general 
administration ot its affairs; how it has 
won respectful consideration in all parts 
ot the country. No other order in exist- 
ence is of eqaal social and educational 
value, became no other so nearly touches 
the life ot the family, the interests of the 
home. We do not make war upon capi- 
tal. We understand the necessity of its 
concentration for the successful prosecu- 
tion of groat enterprises; but we msist 
upon such chocks upon it that it may not 
become fatal to industry through greed 
of sudden wealth, and the temptation o£ 
irresponsible power. Now about the pub- 
lic schools, which must prepare the rank 
and file of farmers' children for life's 
work; liave wo not a plain duty to per- 
form in making their work more directly 
practicable? Does the child, who needs 
marketable knowledge of grammar, arith- 
metic, etc., gain anything by the course 
of study so finely drawn in favor of those 
who go up higher? lert'not true that 
schools designed primarily for the benefit 
of the masses, supported by [the master, 
ought under the rule of majorities to 
minister as directly as possible to the 
wants otthVmasses who aro industrial- 
ists? Is it true that they do? And right 
here is there not a legitimate field for the 
exercise ot on influence by the subordin- 
ate grange upon the schools which the 
children attend. Frequent visiting of the 
schools is a patt of the patron's duty. ±10 
should attend school meetings, see that 
those entrusted with school interests are 
alive to their duty, sustain tho teacher in 
his arduous work. The inlluence of 
each subordinate grange should ba felt 
by every district in its vicinity, until 
teachers should'Seek situations where pa- 
trons abound. There should Do such a 
unity of feeling established between the 
parents and teachers, between the school 
and the home, that the work of the one 
should supplement the other. The 240,- 
000 acres of land donated to the state of 
Wisconsin by the general government in 
186U, for the benefit of agriculture and 
mechanical arts, have nearly all been sold 
for 81.25 per acre, and the money put at 
interest, which goes annually into the 
university fond, and is used for purposes 
entirely diffsrent from what tbe donation 
was intended for. It ought to ba used 
for educating farmers the same as in 
Michigan, Kansas, Mississippi, Massachu- 
setts, Canada and several other states. 
In those.states the agricultural colleges 
are located away from the universities, 
anp are doing a very successful work in 
giving the farmers' sons an agricultural 
education. 
Let tbe farmers of Wiscon- 


sin petition our legislature to cut our 
agricultural jechool loose from the uni 
versity, and'take up tho little dwarfed 
institution, carry it out, and plant it in 
an agricultural district, and nurse it with 
tho few remaining dollars that are lett, 
and Bee if Professor Henry can make 
anything out of it, so that onr children 
can secure some of the benefits that con- 
gress doaired they should have. I speak 
plainly in regard to this matter, for 1 
feel that we have sat quietly by and al- 
lowed other professions to do our work 
long enough. It is time you come np to 
the front where you belong. 
You have 


taken back seats long enough. 


The address closed as follows: 
Is there any good work, whether of 


local or enlarged charity, of public im- 


, of wise and beneficent legis- 


lation which in not outlined and ombrac 
iid in our noblodeclaration of principles? 
It is the patron's gospel—a breatb breatb- 
ed thiough human lips, but emanating 
Crom a divine source. 
\Ve bave only to 


live up to it in spirit to find our appro- 
priate work in the world. I am glad tc 
have witnessed the birth and growth of 
an order most completely adapted to ele- 
vate agricultural industry to the highest 
rank, through the improvement of those 
who follow it. I foresee for it a glorious 
history, as it reaches forward into tbe 
centuries, accumulating the wisdom of 
experience and tbe strength which comes 
from a beneficent exercise ot its power.
